The first step in 
making this possible was the ac¬ 
quisition of the land needed and 
this was accomplished by the 
Champion Lions Club, which pur¬ 
chased approximately 220 acres 
(comprising the site of the pro¬ 
jected park) and turned it o\ei*lo 
the Provincial Parks Board. Hav\ 
ing the project approved as pro-) 
vincial park qualifies it for cei -J 
tain money grants each year f(T 
improvements although volunteer 
labor is expected to be used, as 
much as possible, in developing the 
park.

When the 
water has reached its height, the 
park will have a sandy beach, with 
q gradual slope from the water’s 
edge ppt to 7*4 feet of water, qll 
covered with 6 (o 9 inches of sand, 
pud ideal for swimming. 

Facilities fpr boating wi|l also 
be excellent, as one part of the 
park site slopes off quickly into 70 
feet pf water qnd the contruction 
of q floating pier will mqke this 
ideal for all types p£ boats. From 
the park tq Travers Pam there 
wi( be about \2 miles of water, 
with the lake being as wide as q' 
mile-qnd-a-half. The dam itself js 
153 ft. high and the lake, ivhich 
wi|| serve as water storage for ir¬ 
rigation. will ponfain 200,000 acre 
feet of water. The park itself is
